Sanitary  Science. 

The  an  usually  mild,  fine  weather  we  hare 
been  having  of  late  has  been,  erroneously 
we  think,  prouounced  by  some  people  “un- 
heuthful.”  There  have  recently  been  a  few 
deaths  among  children  from  scarlet  fever, 
but  one  of  our  physicians  says  there  is  no 
spread  of  this  or  any  other  disease,  and  that 
Bloomfield,  now  enjoys  its  usual  degree  of 
salubrity. 

We  should  endeavor  to  maintain  a  high 
standard  in  this  regard,  by  attending  to  the  | 
proper  drainage  of  land,  and.  in  short,  by  j 
adopting  and  cultivating  sanitary  science  as  , 
a  study  ami  practice.  Ia  building  residences  ! 
ventilation  should  enter  largely  into  con¬ 
sideration.  Also  in  matters  pertaining  to 
drainage,  sewering,  the  plumbing  work,  i 
etc.,  there  is  a  elmnce  for  promoting  and 
in  some  measure  insuring  the  health  of 
those  who  are  to  occupy  tho  house,  all  of 
which  contribute  to  tho  general  healthful- 
iless  of  the  com ni  unity . 

*'  We  think  Bloomfield  1ms  attained  a  J 
growth  which  demands  earnest  attention  to  | 
public  sauitary  matters.  We  need  1  egisla-  j 
tiou  bearing  upon  the  subject,  which  shall  j 
restrict  the  erection  of  closely  built  tone-  [ 
meats,  which  invito  and  nourish  diseases. 
There  is  plenty  of  ground,  and  uo  emer-  ' 
genev  exists  for  borrowing  and  bringing 
hither  the  over-crowded  tenement  system  of 
New  York,  as  has,  to  some  extent,  bean 
done.  It  is  uncalled  for,  and  ought  to  be 
suppressed.  Instances  cun  be  cited  where 
“nuisances”  either  teuont  houses  or  manu¬ 
facturing  establishments  have  been  erected 
whore  the  leading  motive  was  avarice  and  a 
malieions  des-ire  to  depreciate  somebody 
clse’s  property.  All  these  things  have  a  di¬ 
rect  hearing  upon  health  and  comfort,  and 
should  receive  the  ntt.ntion  which  they 
deserve. 

At  the  present  time,  in  the  large  cities  of 
New  York  and  Brooklyn, considerable  alarm 
exists  at  the  prevalence  of  diptheria,  which 
is  almost  an  epidemic.  Last  week  there 
were  fifty-two  fatal  cases  in  New  York.  A 
meeting  of  medical  men  called  to  assign  the 
cause  for  so  much  sickness,  agreed  that  the 
greatest  number  of  cases  arose  from  imper¬ 
fect  drainage,  damp  cellars  and  miasmatic 
spots.  Ib  Philadelphia,  where  the  tenement 
system  is  almost  unknown,  there  is  no  alarm 
or  danger  of  this  kind.  Were  the  study 
and  observance  of  the  rigid  rules  of  cleanli 
ness  strictly  adhered  to,  endemic  diseases 
would  be  almost  unknown. 

At  the  reeout  meeting  of  the  Public  Health 
Association,  in  Philadelphia,  Dr.  James  of 
New  York  read  a  paper  on  “Sanitary  re¬ 
quirements,”  which  closed  as  follows  :  The 
consequences  of  ill-health  among  the  tene¬ 
ment  population, though  insidious,  are  man 
ifest.  Among  those  enumerated  are,  first,  a 
want  of  sufficient  arnonut  of  airspace,  cans-  I 
ing  the  atmosphere  respired  to  be  loaded 
with  impurities  from  the  lungs  and  bodies 
of  those  present;  second,  a  waut  of  adequate 
ventilation  to  remove  these  impurities  and  ! 
to  admit  fresh  air  sufficient  for  the  support  I 
of  healthy  respiration ;  third,  defective  house 
drainage,  allowing  the  escape  from  house- 
drains  and  waste-pipes  of  impurities,  both 
of  u  liquid  and  gaseous  nature;  fourth,  damp  ; 
walls, caused  by  want  of  previously  prepar-  ; 
ing  the  ground  by  proper  drainage.  Fifth,  1 
too  close  proximity  of  sinks  and  cesspools,  | 
and  sixth,  itupropo.  disposal  of  house  refuse,  j 
defiling  the  yard,  the  cellar,  and  the  street  , 
gutter  with  decomposing  matter.  For  the 
improvement  of  tenement  population  the  [ 
people  were  to  be  educated  iu  matters  per¬ 
taining  to  the  care  and  preservation  of 
health,  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  ex-  | 
tensive  voluntary  effort.  Their  domiciles 
should  be  less  crowded,  should  aflord  more 
air  space,  and  contain  all  the  facilities  for 
personal  and  doinVstic  cleanliness  and  some 
urrangeaient  as  a  m  *aus  of  elevating  the 
standurd  of  both  physical  and  moral  health. 


One  of  the  poiuts  of  the  late  tidal  wave  is 
the  stoic  equanimity  with  which  most  Re¬ 
publicans  take  their  defeat.  .  “Caesarism 
dead,”  “Groutism  doomed,”  “Butlerism 
bnried,”  etc.,  the  crowing  of  the  political 
rooster  on  the  Democratic  side  of  the  fence, 
only  provokes  a  hearty  “amen”  from  yonr 
average  Republican.  Those  few  who  are 
disposed  to  hold  a  wake  over  the  remains 
of  Republicanism,  will  find  that  the  fune¬ 
ral  is  premature.  There  yet  remains  suffi- 
ciedt  vitality  to  make  a  pretty  healthy 
corpse  by  the  time  another  election  sea.son 
rolls  around.

WASHINGTON  LETTER. 

Washington,  D,  C..  Nov.  10,  1874. 

The  result  of  the  election  has  been  as 
much  of  a  surprise  to  the  victors  as  to  the 
defeated  Republicans* — and-ithas  thorough¬ 
ly  developed  the  fact  that  when  the  people 
make  up  their  minds  to  “have  a  change  ’  it 
cau  be  done,  and  in  a  quiet  and  forcible 
way. 

The  Republicans  now  must  gather 
strength,  and  this  Democratic  victory  sends 
Mr.  Bluiue  from  the  Speaker’s  choir  to  the 
door  of  the  Honse  of  Representatives, where 
he  undoubtedly  will  be  the  leader,  iliis  is 
what  that  party  needq  badly — and  has  not 
had  for  a  long  time.  A  conference  of  the 
leading  men  in  both  of  the  Houses  will 
Noon  be  held,  it  is  said,  to  consult  about  and 
agree  upon  some  plan  of  action  whereby 
the  party  can  be  reorganized  for  victory  by 
1S7G.  It  is  evident  that  this  meeting  will 
bo  important,  bringing  <put  the  whole 
strength  of  the  party,  including  the  dissat¬ 
isfied  of  the  late  campaign.  All  who  have 
written  express  the  opinions  that  some  con¬ 
cert  of  action  is  necessary. 

Speculation  is  rife  as  to  tho  Democratic 
organization  in  the  House.  hen  there 
was  no  possibility  of  securing  the  Speaker, 
Fcrnan  lo  Wood  received  the  nomination 
several  times,  but  now  wheu  they  can  elect 
him,  it  is  questionably  if  he  will  be  selected. 
The  Chicago  Tiihes  believes  that  Wood  will 
be  elected,  and  will  give  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  to  the  Protectionists,  and 
Banking  and  Currency  to  tlte  Inflationists, 
and  believes  that  the  antagonism  of  a  Re¬ 
publican  Seuate  and  President,  and  compact 
opposition  on  the  floor,  will  cause  the  ma¬ 
jority  to  full  to  pieces  as  st)on  as  it  attempts 
to  agree  upon  a  policy  and  carry  it  out. 

The  trouble  with  the  Democratic  victory, 
as  it  stands  ut  present,  is  that  there  are  not 
offiees  enoifgh  to  go  around. 

The  defence  will  occupy  this  week,  and 
the  prosecution  next  week  iu  rebuttal  iu  the 
safe  burglary  trial.  Mr.  Smithers,  a  boy¬ 
hood  friend  of  Harrington’s  opened  the  de¬ 
fence,  and  showed  their  inteution  of  prov¬ 
ing  an  alibi  in  the  oases  of  Whitley  the 
Chief  of  the  Secret  Service  Divisiou,  his  as¬ 
sistant  Nettleshjp,  and  Harrington.

were  endeavoring  their  utmost  toseud  them 
to  prison.  The  whole  cireumsjtances  of  the 
case  show  that  these  saute  witnesses  acted 
sub>’rdinttUL4)urta|  or  ware  tjie  attempted 
victims  of  me  \>\jhbne$;B.  • 

Parries  frOtafVery  direction  have  been  bn 
the  stand  since  last  Friday,  swearing  thut 
Gus.  Zirrth  and  Mike  Hayes  can’t  be  be¬ 
lieved  on  oath.  Some  of  them  are  “a  tjne 
lot.”  I  of  course  mean  the  attaches  or  ex- 
uttaches  of  the  Secret  Service.  Aud  their 
stories  all  lit  in  so  nicely— the  very  day,  the 
very  hour,  the  very  spot,  the  kind  of  weath¬ 
er  it  was  when  they  met — and  they  all  con¬ 
veniently  carry  a  diary.  It  is  also  wonder¬ 
ful  how,  iu  some  instances,  the  minutest  de¬ 
tails  will  be  written,  uud  again  very  impor¬ 
tant  matters  will  be  left  out.  Oue  party 
was  glibly  swearing  about  the  case  where 
Nettleship  hud  him  go  to  Boston  to  see  if 
money  could  be  got  from  a  mau  who  went 
bond  for  a  party.  If  he  was  good  for  the 
bond  he  was  to  telegraph  to  Whitley  in 
Canada  “to  invest.”  After  he  was  through, 
Mr.  Riddle  asked  him  how  it  was,  if  such 
was  the  case,  that  Nettleship  telegraphed  to 
him  “to  invest.”  He  didn’t  know. 

Newark  is  well  mixe  l  up  as  far  as  witnesses  are 
concerned  in  this  affair,  for  most  of  them  know 
Zirrith  to  be  a  v<  ry  bad  man,  as  they  have  heard  it 
said  so  in  saloons  iu  Newark. 

Nettleship  anil  ihe  burglars  are  still  at  large, 
forfeiting  their  bail  bond,  if  Zirrith  and  Hayes  arc 
the  thieves  and  liars  the  defence  arc  trying  to  make 
them,  one  would  suppose  Nettleship  would  not  b« 
scared  and  run  away.  If  tlieee  indicted  conspira¬ 
tors  did  not  incite  this  conspiracy,  who  had  the 
power  to  do  it?  It  was  impossible  outside  the 
Secret  Service  Division. 

To-day  counsel  on  both  sides  c  lied  the  attention 
of  the  Court  to  threats  of  violeuce  being  used  by 
Whitley  and  others. 

In  a  former  letter  I  made  mention  of  a  model 
colored  policeman  we  had,  whd  after  serving  a 
shnrt  time  on  the  force,  got  leave  of  absence  and 
went  south.  His  name  was  Samuel  Lee,  and  by 
the  influence  of  Representative  Rainey  (colored,) 
be  secured  this  position-  on  the  Cupitol  police, 
lounging  sround  the  Capitol.  Mr.  Rainey  thought 
a  leave  of  absence  would  be  pleasing  to  Lee  and 
profltablc  to  himself, and  inconsequence,  Lee  went 
home  and  succeeded  in  getting  the  opposition 
i:  emulation,  jvas  elected,  and  will  bow  his  bene¬ 
factor  out  of  Congress.  What  a  fine  bird  he  will 
be  in  the  next  Democratic  assemblage  !  He  has 
been  a  slave,  a  policeman,,  and  now  a  Congress¬ 
man.  ! 

Ihe  bronxe  statue  of  General  Rawlins  was  un¬ 
veiled  a  few  days  since.  No  publicity  having  been 
given  not  more  than  100  persons  were  preseut.  It 
represents  the  general  in  his  military  uniform, 
standing  upright,  with  his  face  turned  toward  the 
east,  his  fleld-gla>s  in  hand,  as  if  about  to  make  a 
reconnoisssnce.  It  stands  on  a  high  pedestal  of 
Richmond  granite.  ’  The  statue  ia  pronounced  ad¬ 
mirable  by  bis  friends. 

Mrs.  General  Rawllne,  widow  of  the  late  Secre¬ 
tary  of  War,  died  at  a  hotel  in  Cheyenne,  Nebraska, 
last  Friday. 

The  Committee  of  8eventy  of  the  City  of  New 
Orleans  have  sent  a  ^dispatch  to  President  Grant 
in  which  they  protest  against  any  furtuer  occupa¬ 
tion  of  the  State  by  military  forces. 

The  sale  of  cadetshins  is  also  one  of  the  matters 
to  be  Investigated  at  t$ie  coming  session  of  Con¬ 
gress.  Congressman  Bto  well,  of  the  4th  Virginia 
District  is  churged  with  receiving  |1,000  for  the 
appointment  made  by  him  to  West  Point.

'I  he  long-deferred  project  of  permanently 
locating  and  building  a  depot  for  the  Mont¬ 
clair  Railway  in  this  village  now  seems  to 
be  taking  definite  shape.  Several  of  the 
railway  officials  were  in  town  last  Tuesday, 
and  we  behave  it  is  decided  to  have  one  main 
Bloomfield  depot,  to  be  located  near  the 
Broad  street  crossing.  The  house  known 
as  the  Cunningham  property,  owned  by 
the  railway  company,  is  to  be  utilized  as 
the  station.  Mr.  H.  Cneman,  builder,  is 
estimating  upon  the  work  of  erecting  plat¬ 
forms,  a  covered  stairway  leading  up  the 
embankment,  and  an  arcade  platform  on  the 
south  side  of  the  track.  A  Subscription  is 
in  circulation  in  the  vicinity  to  raise  a  fund 
for  the  cost  of  the  necessary  buildings.  We 
are  also  informed  that  the  Horse  Car  line 
will  be  continued  up  Broad  street  to  the  new 
depot  By  locating  the  station  at  this  point 
it  is  believed  that  a  general  accommodation 
of  the  public  will  be  secured.  Trains,  how¬ 
ever,  will  continue  to  stop  at  Chestnut  Hill 
and  at  Spruce  Street  on  signal.
